The official statistics of the commerce of
tho United States for 1891 must be very

paiufuPreadiug for the calamity-shrieke- rs

that is, if they ever read any authentic
statistics, which we very much doubt

These stitisticsshow that the first full year

under the McKinlcy Bill 1 is been one of

the most prosperous years known in the his-

tory of the country. Instead of our foreign

trade boing inevitably ruined by that meas-

ure, as they clamored it would, it has been
groatly increased. Our exports wero greater

than in any previous year since wo have been

a Nation. Nor will it avail them to say that

No parti zan or other considerations sliffuhl
be allowed to intorforc with the assistance
given bj' the Government to tho Nicaragua
Canal. The canal is a necessity lo us, strate-

gically and commercially. Had we had a war
with Chile the extra expeuse caused by not
having the canal would havo speedily been
more than the estimated cost of the canal.
We may expect many such complications in
the future, when it will he necessary to mass
iBon-of-w- ar in the Pacific and supply them
from the Eastern Coast "We may even lose
important battles by some other powor
having concontraled a strong fleet in the
Pacific, while we can only reinforce ours by
the long and tedious voyage around Cape
Horn. "When it comoe to commerce, tho ad-

vantages of having tho canal will be enor-

mous. It will afford cheap and ready trans-

portation by walor between the ports of tho
Atlantic and the Pacific. It will bring lo
the Atlantic and Gulf ports a large propor-

tion of tho trade of western South America,
which now goos to Europe. It will make
the Gulf of Mexico the ocean highway of the
world, to the groat advantage of Galveston,
New Orleans, Mobile and other cities on that
coast The United Stales is asked lo do
very little in return for all this, and thoro
should be no hesitation in doing it.

ping is nothing but arsenic when seen on

American apples. In business matters Iho
English are as accomplished liars as can be

found anywhere.

The discomforting reflection in the Boyd
case is as to the cheap estimation in which
a certain class of men hold American citi-

zenship. Boyd had boon for yoars a candi-

date for profitable offices and a holder of tho
Hame, finally culminating in the candidacy

prevent the destruction of this important
fishery, upon which so many other industries
depend. Over 5,000 fur seals were taken last
year outside of Bering Sen, and it ia esti-

mated that for every seal taken fivo were

killed and lost. Then, too, these open-se- a

Bcalcrs, aro entirely reckless as to tho sex

of thoso they kill. A seal is a seal lo

them.whelhcritbea "bachelor," a "bull," or

a "cow," and so the ravages they make are

irreparable. Great Britain has even more

interest than we in seeing that the sealeries

are not destroyed, as her citizens have much

more money invested in manufacturing the

skins than ours havo in getting them. The

only way to preservo these interests is to

concede the full control of the United States
over Bering Sea, and to establish a general

international regulation against open sea

sealing, similar to the international agree-

ment against slavery.

The New York Herald still kcepa the
lying paragraph at the head of its editorial

columns denouncing pension expenditures,
nnd stating that the Gorman army only costs

$0,979,733 a year. As the Germannrmy on

peaco footing numbers 20,230 officers aud
460,933 men, or a total of 507,233, an ex-

penditure of ??0,000,000 would make an
expenso of only about $133 per capita for

food, clothing, barracks, medical attendance,
transportation, salaries of high officers, etc.
This is ridiculous. Germany ruus her army
on exceedingly economical principles, but it
certainly costs her more than 11.50 n

month per head to support her soldiers and
pay big salaries to a host of high officers.

Besides, the German army has to find forage,

care, eta, for 93,050 horses, so that altogether
the Herald's figures would make the expense
of the German private soldier to his Gov-

ernment not more than 4 or ?5 a month
about what our Government allows for

clothing alone. Whitaker's Almanac, which
is somewhat higher authority than the
Herald, gives the cost of the German army
for 1&S9 at JC31,-123,20- or $157,141,000.
Sinco thon 70 batteries of light artillery
have been added to the army, and other ad-

ditions swell the total annual expenditures to
about $200,000,000. Those well-know- n facts
havo no influence on tho Herald's persistent
lying.

The war cloud has shifted lo the latitude
of Louisiana. The Anti-Lotte- ry Democratic
Committee has procured 500 "Winchester

rifles and 2,500 rounds of ammunition, nnd
make no bones of saying that they propose
to use them, if necessary, to prevent intimi-

dation by tho ruffians of the opposite faction
and the militia under the command of the
Governor. One New Orleans paper says :

To tho Winchester in tho hnndf of tho hireling
oppose the Winchester In the hand of tho free man.
Let every crock of n lottery rifle wato tut an an-

swering echo tho report of an anlMottery gun. If
the hoodlums of New Orleans appeur on tho streets
of tho city armed with weapons placed In their
hands by thli lottery commitloo, aweop them from
thefftceof the earth. If tlie Directs of New Orleans
are to bo reddened with blood, let it not bo alone
the blood of her good citizens. If wholesale mur-
der lies been resolved upon by the lottery, let the
people reaolvo upon wholesale executions.

There has been entirely too much shoot-

ing in Louiaiaua politics already, but perhaps
the best way to end it is to have the decent
citizens do n little shooting nt tho rascals
who have been running the elections with
revolvers and shotguns.

The discovery of a splendid deposit of
lithographing stone in Lawrence Co., Ind.,
is good news to all patriotic Americans.
